\V. IL Hights, the newly ap­ 
pointed engineer, was in his office and 
had not reached the “star chamber’' 
session before the motion was acted 
on. 
lie did not hear the proceed- 
ings. 


It is underwood that the board de­ 
cided to hold its meetings in private 
so that a better opportunity could 
be given to discuss the various sub­ 
jects of city business that are pre­ 
sented. 
The state law provide- that 
all council meetings shall be open to 
the public and such business must be 
transacted before all citizens who 
desire to attend. 
However, there is 
nothing in the statute that compells 
the board of works to hold open 
meetings. 
The board of works in cities of 
this class are composed of all the 
council members with one, appoint­ 
ed by the mayor, to serve as chair­ 
man. 
In such sessions the business 
of the city is discussed and agree­ 
ments are reached as to 
the hest 
course to follow in each 
instance. 
All the business that is agreed on in 
the board of works session is acted 
upon in open council session. 
It was learned today that tin* board 
of works last night decided to serve 
notice on the library board that be­ 
ginning July .1 the city would charge 
a rental of $75 per year for the li­ 
brary building. 
Theretofore the city 
has made no charge for the use of 
the building but the board has been 
advised that such a rental can be 
collected. 
The decision to charge the rental 
came atter the library board served 
notice that the tax rate for library 
purposes would be boosted to eight 
cents on the one hundred dollars, an 
increase of two cents over this year. 
The court has held that the board 
has a right to fix the levy for that 
purpose at any amount not to exceed 
ten cents on each one hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The proposed increase in tin1 
library levy becomes effective July I. 
At the same time the city will begin 
charging 
rental. 
The 
rental, 
of 
course, is planned to offset the in­ 
creased levy.

W ashington, Sept. I —Germany to­ 
day 
officially 
accepted 
America's 
terns concerning -ubmarine warfare. 
Ambassador 
Bernstorff 
speaking 
for the German foreign office inform­ 
ed the State Department that hence­ 
forth the kaiser’s submarine methods 
will conform to America’s interpre­ 
tation of international law. 
There will be no more unwarned 
attacks on merchant ships, Germany 
stated. 
Vessel- suspected of carry­ 
ing contraband will be visited and 
searched 
before 
being 
destroyed. 
Their crews and passengers will be 
given every opportunity to escape. 
“Liners will not be sunk by our 
submarines 
without 
warning 
and 
without safety of the lives are known 
provided that the liners do not try 
to escape or offer resistance,” was 
the statement of Ambassador Berns­ 
torff. 
The full text of the Ambassador's 
note to the secretary of state was as 
follows: 
“My dear Secretary: 
With reference to our conversa­ 
tion of this morning I beg to inform 
you that my instructions concerning 
our answer to your last Lusitania 
note contains the following passage: 
‘Liner- will not be sunk by our sub­ 
marines without warning and without 
safety of the lives of non-combat­ 
ants provided that the liners do not 
try to escape or offer resistance.' 
“Although I know you do not wish 
to discuss the Lusitania question till 
the Arabic incident has been difinite- 
ly and satisfactorily settled, I desire 
to inform you of the above because 
this policy of my government was de­ 
cided on before the Arabic incident 
occurred. 
“ I have no objections to your mak­ 
ing any use you may please of the 
above information. 
“ I remain, my dear Mr. Lansing, 
very sincerely, 
Signed, J. Bernstorff.” 
Commenting on the foregoing state­ 
ment Secretary of 
State 
Lansing 
would only say that “in view of its 
clearness, it seems needless to make 
any comment in regard to it,” other 
than to say that it appears to be 
“a recognition of the fundamental 
principles for which we have con­ 
tended.” 
German 
Ambassador 
Bernstorff 
submitted to Secretary Lansing the 
substance of the German answer to 
President Wilson's last note to Ger­ 
many. 
It consisted of an accept­ 
ance of the American demands. 
Bernstorff 
received the 
German 
acceptance of the 
American terms 
direct from the German foreign of­ 
fice. 
He did not have his memoran­ 
dum in writing in English, however,
